; of life exceeded in number that of 


iy other disaster that haB ever been 


ihronicled in the northwoet or on the 
I'acific slope. The exact nature of the 
[explosion or the causes that led to it 
twill probably never be known. 


At this writing it is believed that every 
Inor who was at work in the slope at 


time has perished. It ia not defin- 


itely known ae to tlie number of men 
who were in tho vicinity of the disaster, 
though it is thought that between 45 and 
50 men were on tho three levels that 
were affected b; the explosion. 


Large relief forces are at work and up 


to this time two bodies have been re- 
covered. These men were working near- 
est tbe opening and at eome distance 
from tho point where it is thought tho 
explosion occurred. 
Most of the men were 1500 to 2000 


feet larther in the slope and in the inv 
' mediate vicinity of the explosion. 


There is no doubt either in the mindd 


of the miners or company officials that 
every man waa instantly killed by the 
explosion.

Fresno Tlins Far Behind ia the Kaee. 


The Local Committee Asked 
' 


for Information. 


The Board of Trade held lost eight the 


first genuine meeting eince last Novem- 
ber. 
Tho call was made by Thomas K. 


IIugheB, and be was agreeably surprised 
to find that it WB.B responded to with 
alacrity end in goodly numbers. 
There 


wore present Thomas E. Hughes, 8. H. 
Cole, Craigie Sharp, John 1>. Gray, J.W. 
Conger, F. M. Chittonden, T, C. White, 
E. B. HigginB, Louis Einstein, Dr. W. 
T. Maupln, A. J. Weiner, L. Gundel- 
flnger, Craigie Sharp, Marcus Pollasky, 
W. W. Phillips, Fulton G. Berry, W. R. 
Thomas, Dr. Leach, J- B. White and 
two others. 


A general discussion was held as to 


the best method of advertising the re- 
sources of Fresuo county and of attract- 
ing immigration hither, A suggestion 
that BQveral thousand pamphlets bo 
ireulated throughout the east met with 
veiy little iavor. Mr. Colo eaid that he 
had found the holiday edition of the 
FHESNO KKI-UIILICAN fall of Ifce matter 
that intending immigrants wiflh to po- 
ruee. He was sending batches of them 
to eastern and wealem inquirers every 
day. 
Uraigio Sharp announced that tho 


Santa Jfe company had offered the useof 
a special car to carry the exhibit through 
Kansas City, Boat on, Chicago and other 
cities. He eaid that a good deal depend- 
ed upon the kind of a man that was sent 
with the exhibit. Ue ehould be a good 
talker, well posted, and able to explain 
to the visitors all about Fresno county. 
There was Bernii»rd Marks, for instance, 
who had brought 300 immigrants into 
Merced countv witbiu a year, and settled 
them upon land not half as good as that 
to be found in Fresno county. The 
Bakerflfiuld metiers aro doing a good busi- 
ness and wero Helling a good deal of land. 
One scent's comtmsaioiiu for selling land 
iu Kyru county aggregated $30,000 iu the \ 
past year.
